Here you are familiar with the 
climate, the bye eee the productions and the 
markets, and there you are a stranger ina 
strange land, surrounded by strange influ- 
ence d you become the prey of a set of 
the 8 t set of speculators which have 
ever been brought together on this earth. 
Stick to old Texasa while longer. If we 
make a half crop year in and year out we 
realize more than they do there on a full 
crop twice a year. 


Those familiar with the resources of 
California willsmile at the recklessness 
of the above statements. Those who 
know something of the vast wheat, 
corn, flax, barley, mustard and bean 
crops of the State, all of which are 
raised without irrigation, will be amused 
at the idea that every inch of the soil 
tilled must be irrigated.’’ There are 
millions of fertile acres in the State 
yielding immense harvests which have 
never received any water excepting that 
dispensed by the usual rainfall, Cali- 
fornia has a vast area of productive. 
territory, and fruit and grapes form 
but a very small proportion of the mar- 
ketable supplies of Los Angeles 
county. There is still good land that 
may be purchased at reasonable prices 
not beyond the reach of the poor man. 
There is alsoalarge home market to 
be supplied, and the rates of transpor- 
tation are now so reasonable under the 
new system of competition that the 
varied productions of California and 
of this section may be sent across the 
continent and have a good margin left 
for profit. There is by no means truth 
in the assertion that California is but 
an indifferent country for the poor 
man or a man of small means.” A 
man with ten acres of ordinarily fertile 
land can make a good living for him- 
self and family. California wants 
more small farmers—men who will 
carefully cultivate the soil and raise a 
variety of crops. There is room for 
the market gardener, for the poulterer, 
for the fruit grower, for the bean 
| planter and the small agriculturist. 

In the wonderful business activity, 
and in the improvements which are be- 
ing projected on such an extended 
scale there is a large demand for the 
day laborer, the carpenter and the arti- 
san. New lines of street and steam 
railroads are being built in every direc- 
tion; building activity is very great 
and is constantly increasing, and any 
man who comes to California, even 
with small means, if able and willing 
to work, and honestly desirous of em- 
ploying his time and means to the best 
purpose, need have no fear of being 
unable to make a comfortable living 
for himself and family.

counters elsewhere. Crops seldom 
fail; wet seasons do not come 
to destroy the growing harvests; 
frost does not nip them, nor 
drouth parch them. Long continued 
storms do not come to prevent out-of- 
door labor; cold weather is not in the 
order ot things, making necessary the 
expenditure of large sums for fuel, but 
nature is favorable to health, to com- 
fort and to labor. :

Contest for a Deceased Don's Prop-

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Sefior Caledonia Ortiz, a 
resident of San Francisco, died in Spain 
last April, leaving estates in Spain, Mexico, 
London and San Francisco to the value of 
more than $1,000,000, and appointing as ex- 
ecutois his sons-in-law, Capt. Cogigal, of 
the Spanish army, and Daniel Turner, a 
resident af Mexico. Miss Julia G. Ortiz, an 
unmarried daughter, and a native of this 
city, took offense at the appointment of the 
Spanish Captain as executor of the San 
Francisco estate, and obtained from the 
courts special letters of administra- 
tion, on the ground that neither Cogi- 
gal or Turner could serve, as they 
were not residents of the State. Cogi- 
gal, learning of the proceedings, resigned 
his position in the army and removed with 
his family to California fer the pu of 

trust and administering the 
estate. He asked that letters testamenta 
be issued to him and that those grante 
Miss Ortiz be revoked. When the case 
came up in court to-day the discovery was 
made that all proceedings granting special 
letters were fatally defective, in that no no- 
tice had been served upon the executor 
named in the will by Miss Ortiz of her in- 
tention to apply for special letters. Under 
the statute this rendered all the proceedings 
void, and Miss Ortiz will have to begin pro- 
ceedings anew. The case was continued. 

A BAR-ROOM MURDER. 

Andrew C. Freese, Jr., captain of the tug 
of the same name, and son of Capt. An- 
drew C. Freese, Pilot Commissioner, en- 
tered Frederick Gerhow’s saloon, 2 Mission 
street, with several companions, this even- 
ing, and in a few minutes a dispute arose 
between Freese and the proprietor about 
the payment of drinks.

San Francisco, Aug. 24.— [Special.] 
Postmaster Hanna is in ill-repute in Oak- 
land. He has not only managed to quarrel 
with his constituents, but he has also se- 
cured the undying hatred of many of the 
letter-writers of that town. So violent has 
the estrangement grown between him and 
his brother Democrats that the vice-presi- 
dent of one of the political clubs to which 
the postmaster belongs has decided, in open 
meeting, to ask for his expulsion. Post- 
master Hanna, according to the statements 
of his fellow citizens, has numerous faults, 
the gravest allegation being that he is thor- 
oughly incompetent to perform his duties, 


and that he is too old to learn; 
that he is decidedly averse to 
hearing complaints, and that he 


is rather too liberal toward volunteering 
the information, I'm boss of this here 
office, and I guess you think you are run- 
ning this office,“ when any humble Oak- 
lander is in search of a Jost missive, and un- 
warily inquires of Hanna where it is. It is 
also alleged that Postmaster Hanna is in 
total ignorance of all matters relating to 
foreign exchange, and that when a foreign 
money order is presented he fumbles over it, 
turns it upside down, looks at it suspiciously, 
keeps the owner waiting for half an hour, 
and then finally bids him come on the mor- 
row when he shall have more time toward 
the difficult task of examining the order and 
deciding how it shall be issued. 
A PRAYERFUL POSTMASTER. 

A letter going astray now and then, 
money orders not being issued, letters be- 
ing delayed long after delivery hours, can 
be borne as trifles; but when a Democratic 
postmaster walks to his office with a Bible 
in his hand and discharges good employés 
and fills their places, not with good Demo- 
crats, but with raw recruits from the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, it is an out- 
rage which cannot be endured without a 
murmur. One gentleman avers that ona 
certain occasion, when he had business of a 
most urgent nature, and which demanded 
the promptest attention, he was delayed until 
the worthy postmaster concluded an entire 
choral service in his private office, and it 
was only after a most liberal banging at the 
door that he prevailed upon the postmaster 
to cut short his discourse on religion to the 
assembled clerks and give him a hearing on 
business. This is not the only occasion that 
residents of Oakland have had to wait until 
the postmaster has finished his prayers and 
those of his employés with whom he sur- 
rounded himself. 

HIS REMOVAL ASKED. 

The people of Oakland are getting a trifle 
wearied of these delays, and of Hanna’s 
manners, and accordingly they have pre- 
pared and forwarded a monster petition to 
Washington, praying for hisremoval. This 
petition, they say, will be strengthened 
from the fact that tne Postal Inspectors of 
the Pacific Division have already reported 
Postmaster Hanna as unfit for office, on the 
ground of incompetency. Besides the gen- 
eral charge of incompetency, it is whis- 
pered that there are more serious ones, and 
that the frequent changes Hanna has made 
in the money-order department may bring 
to light some queer instances of book- 
keeping. , Rus.

Vigorous Resistance Begun Against 
the Late Proclamation. — 
LONDON, Aug. 25.—[By Cable and Asso- 


to London today in readiness for the debate 
this evening. Notice was given by Glad- 
stone in the House of Commons of a reso-

Balfour will 
follow Gladstone tonight, and Sir G. 0. 
Trevelyn will move to adjourn debate. 

Forty Liberal members of Parliament 
held a meeting today and _ resolved to sup- 
port the Irish National League, as they 
were satisfied that the organization wasa 
purely political one. Twenty other Liberal 
members wrote a letter expressing sympa- 
thy with the purpose of the meeting. 

GLADSTONE’S RESOLUTIONS. 

Gladstone was greeted with cheers in the 
House of Commons this evening when he 
moved his resolution. He said: The Irish 
Viceroy, in declaring that the League had 
incited to violence, must have had informa- 
tion. The Irish leaders had a right to know 
the und on which the Government had 
ac If the facts were withheld the op- 
position must forthwith urge three proposi- 
tions upon the House and Government: 
First, that is was almost Jan’ ou 
dignity of Parliament to suppose that it was 
to discharge such an important statu 
duty without knowing the grounds; second, 
it reduced to utter destruction and to 
an absurdi the main contention 
that the Government advanced dür- 
ing the discussion of the Crimes 
Act that the safe- 
a failure; third. what could the House think 
information that they must thus know 
would not bear out the Government’s action 
were absolutely excluded. The House kept 
from anything except an absurd and per- 
functory operation in connection with the 
great duty devolved upon it under the stat- 
ute. There would be no jury, judge or 
resident magistrate and no Parliament to 
control Ireland. There would be nothing 
but the absolute, 1 arbitrary act 
of the Irish Executive, which was necessa- 
rily partisan. He hoped the Irish would 
continue to bear the pressure. They would 
not have to suffer long. It was certain that 
they would not obey the law through fear, 
but from a strong, vivid, buoyant hope, 
which, even at the last election, was not 
damaged and which now was brighter. 

Balfour said that Gladstone would have 
been wiser had he rested his argument on 
the allegation that the House was ignorant 
of the grounds for the proclamation, rather 
than on a defense of the League. There 
was sufficient foundation to pay the 
proclamation in the columns of the local 
newspapers, without going into the Govern- 
ment’s confidential reports. Replying to 
questions from Harcourt, Balfour refused 
to submit the documents, and the Speaker 
said that the Secretary was not bound to 
table confidential documents, but the case 
was different with official papers. 

Harcourt again asked if the papers were 
to be tabled. 

Balfour said no, the documents were both 
public and vonfidential papers, and his own 
notes. If the a ag realized the true 
nature and workings of the League, they 
would support the Government.

The Conference for Revising Treaties

HORSEMANSHIP. 


HOW DIFFERENT NATIONS PRE- 


FER TO “BACK” A HORSE. 


Cossack, Turcoman, English and 
American Styles of Equestrianism 
-—Bubbing Up and Down in the 
Saddle and the Philosophy of It. 


Saddles are almost as various in form 
and s‘ructure as the races of men who 
use horses, aud so are all styles of 
riding, aud the man who dogmatizes 
about his own saddle and style runs 
the risk of being brought to shame. 
Nothing, for instance, cau differ more 
from u cowboy’s seat und saddle than 
a Cussack’s or Turcoman’s. The cow- 
boy sits straizht-legged on his fork, in 
what is culled “tongs on a wall”? 
fasbion, in a high-peaked saddle, with 
his toes stuck out. The Cossack or 
Turcoman sits as flat as if he were ina 
chair, his legs forming a rigut angle at 
the knee aad his feet exactly parallel 
with the horse’s side. All three are 
superb riders, whether it be for stick- 
ing on, or getting over rough ground, 
or making long marches, or fighting, or 
running away. If you argued with a 
Turcoman that he ought not to sit in a 
flat saddle, with such short stirrups, 
but get u Whitman and stick his legs 
out, like Capt. Codman, he would not 


laugh, because that is not his style, but 
he would inwardly set you duwn as an 


idiot, besides being an infidel. 

There is also much nonsese talked 
about the propriety or impopr lety of 
rising or “bobbing up and down” iu 
the saddle during the trot when mak 
ing a journey, and occasionally a 
True American’’ writes to the news- 
papers sume sad drivel on the subject 
us u protest against the Auglomaniac 
dudes who bob up and down on banged 
horse in the park. On the subject 
Capt. Codman, too, appears to have 
been led astray. If you use an English 
saddle, it is simple cruel to the horse 
not to rise in a trotting on a long ride, 
especially iw the cause ofa heavy weight. 
In an Euglish saddle the rider sits well 
dehind his stirrups, which are rather 
short, a fashion approaching closely to 
the Asiatic eat, uud if he tries to sit 
close during the trot he strikes a horse 
u catapultic blow at every stride in the 
tenderest portion of the animal’s back. 
When be rises on the coutrary, he de- 
aceuds gently, and he keeps his weight 
aLeady vn the horse by throwing it into 
his stirrups when his hinder parts are 
ju the air. The priuciple of the thing 
is in fact illustrated by the jockey’s 
practice of the standing in his stirrups 
during a race and the Cussacks or 
Arabs during a charge. In both cases 
what is suvught is to avoid pounding 
the horse with a 150 pound mallet 
when rhe poor animal is trying to move 
iu u regular trot or gallop.
